proof has demonstrated that flies kill 


greater number of human beings 


every ear than all the beasts of prey 
and all the posionous crawling things 
that live. 


And it is the consensus of opinion 


that a campaign of education Is es- 
sential to bring the general -public 
to an appreciation of the truth. 


The fly clings to 
rough 
surfaces 


\vlth its claws, and to smooth surfaces 
by a combined action of the claws 
and pads.

In many, instances 
the alley cat, which prowls all night 
long with the pet cat, has spent the 
day sleeping in some hut or hovel 
an alley where small pox, diphtheria 
or tuberculosis is hid. That the dis- 
ease is transmitted from one cot to 
mother and thus carried into homes 
where everything but the pet cat is 
sanitary goes without saying. 


"Recently there h:is been much at- 


.entlon paid lo rats and the harm they 
do, both as destroyers anu as spread- 
ers of disease. In this connection the 
cat has been pointed out as a valuable 
aid In keeping down the rat. That is 
an error. 


"I can state from my personal ob- 


servation that only about 5 per cent 
of cats are really mousers. 
I have 


seen cats that would tackle the big- 
gest rat going and kill him, but such 
instances are rare As a rule a cat 
cares little for a conflict with a rat. 


"Next door to a house 1 once occu- 


pied iu Washington there were half a 
dozen cats. Back of us was a livery 
jtable tilled with rats. I frequently 
saw m>: next door neighbor's cat sit- 
ing on the fence between our back- 
yards watching rats play in my yard 
mrly In the morning, yet they never 
made a move to catch a rat. 


"As a mailer of fact cats prefer 


birds lo mice. They will spend Iwlce 
as much lime hulling birds If one 
keeps count of a cars quarry during 
a year he will find thai the birds kill- 
ed will far outnumber the mice. Little 
harm would be done if the whole cat 
tribe were exterminated, but there 
would be too much opposition to that. 
Still we Ihiuk that when some of the 
! facts concerning cats are well known 


o the public many mothers will be 
more careful about allowing their chil- 
dren to play with cats."
